400 square miles of Alaska, for the purchase 
of which W. H. Seward, Secretary of State for 
President Andrew Johnson, signed a treaty with 
Russia on March 30, 1867. The price was a huge 
$7.2 million. 
Even at what the dollar was worth then, it 
was a historic bargain. 
What we got was a 
land two and one-fifth the size of Texas. It 
was gold rich, but most of that blew in the 
, Klondike gold rush of 1897-1899.

j 489,000, of which $33,835,000 was in oil and

Alaska became an Organized Territory in 1912. 
It was voted into the Union as the 49th state 
on June 30, 1958, and officially became a state 
by Presidential proclamation on Jan. 3, 1959. 
The largest political subdivision of the United 
States, it occupies the Northwest portion 
of 
North America, north of 51 degrees N. Lat., 
bounded on the north by the Arctic Ocean, east 
by the Canadian Yukon territory and 
Britisn 
Columbia, west by the Bering Strait and Bering 
Sea, and arm of the Pacific, and south and south­ 
west by the Gulf of Alaska and the Pacific 
Ocean.

Russian traders, moving south from Alaska, 
which was discovered by Vitus Bering, a Dane 
employed by Russia, had established a fort 
as early as 1816 in what is now California. 
Five years later, in 1821, the Czar gave a 
Russian company exclusive rights in coastal 
territory as far south as the 51st parallel, 
which runs through what is now British Colum­ 
bia. 
Russia was a partner of Austria and 
Prussia in the Holy Alliance, which was sus­ 


pected of wanting to help Spain recover its 
American colonies. 
In the document establishing the doctrine named 
after him, President James Monroe told the 
Russians in 1823 that “ the American continents, 
by the free and independent condition which they 
, have assumed and maintain, are henceforth not 
to be considered as subjects for future coloni­ 
zation by any European powers.** 
Came the purchase in 1867, and the te rri­ 
tory was ours.

WE ARE WITH HIM ALL THE WAY 
Governor Warren E. Hearnes continues to decry 
the unfairness of the federal government pro­ 
grams that force states to accept mandatory 
expenditures. 
The validity of this and the im­ 
portance of it cannot be over-emphasized. 
In speaking at a Founders’ Day dinner of the 
West Point Alumni Association last week, he 
cited two basic areas in which this unfairness 
is apparent. He said: 
“ First, we . did not enter the programs With 
knowledge that we could incur penalties later 
through new legislation. 
“ Second, we enter some of these programs and 
find federal funds reduced or withdrawn unless 
we accept later provisions.” 
What clear-thinking individual can be at odds 
with the Governor when he points out that his 
obligation is to keep the state government 
financially strong by operating on a budget and 
staying within it? 
Or, when he says that “ any increase in state 
tax should result from decisions of a state’s 
people and their elected representatives - not 
from federal legislation” ?

Too many groups and individuals are clamoring 
for money from the federal government with 
utter disregard for the consequences, for their 
belief in basic principles, or for the arbitrary 
position the federal government can assume with 
them. 
Not only should “ creative federalism ” be a 
m atter of grave concern on the part of the 
Missouri governor and all Missourians, but 
to every governor and to all citizens of the 
other 49 states.

Those persons arrested by the 
Patrol for moving violations in­ 
volving drinking- numbered 8,- 
408 lasi'yeart «¿This was an in­ 
crease m '23''per cent over the 
number of arrests for drinking 
made in 1965. 
The number of 
driving 
while intoxicated a r­ 
rests classified as motor ve­ 
hicle misdemeanors totaled 3,- 
849 during 1966. 
There were 
also 42 driving - while - in­ 
toxicated felony a rrests made 
by the Patrol. Under Missouri 
statutues, the first two convic­ 
tions for driving while intoxi­ 
cated are 
misdemeanors, but 
the third and subsequent 
of­ 
fenses are felonies. 
The re ­ 
maining 4,517 
persons

rested for drinking were 
not 
considered legally intoxicated 
under Missouri law.

intelligence official. 
The contract is for $283,000 
to survey the peacetime uses of 
satellites. The 
space agency 
wants to demonstrate that satel­ 
lites 
are not going to be sta­ 
tioned in outer space as mill« 
tary outposts or 
espionage 
units. 
It’s true that some satellites 
are now used for spying pur­ 
poses and take pictures 
of 
Russian military bases as they 
orbit the earth. But the space 
agency wants to get away from

West-East German 
Hostility Thawing 


BONN, Germany (AP) — The 
West German government has 
begun a new policy of not being 
beastly to the Communist rulers 
of 17 million Germans east of 
the Elbe River. 
It remains to be seen whether 
the policy will pay off. 
The new Bonn government 
has ro more affection than its 
predecessors had for Commu­ 
nist leader Walter Ulbricht.His 
Lenin «like beard, hisSlalinQike 
policy and his responsibility for 
the Berlin wall have long made 
liirn the man West German poli­ 
ticians love to hate. 
“ It’s not a question of being 
nice to people who aren’t so nice 
themselves,” explained Willy 
Brandt, the foreign minister. 
But 
Chancellor 
Kurt Georg 
Kiesinger’s men believe that the 
way to reunify Germany is to be 
friendlier with the Communist 
powers that have so far pre­ 
vented it. There has been a lot 
of political double talk in recent 
speeches, however. 
One West German editorialist 
spoke of “beating around the 
bush.” Editors of the news 
weekly Der Spiegel accused 
Kiesinger in an interview of 
giving a “sphinx - like” answer 
on the issue. “You have to keep 
a lot of options open in politics,” 
Kiesinger replied. 
One editor suggested that a 
majority of legislators secretly 
favor official recognition of Ul- 
bricht’s government and of its 
border with Poland. These are 
major Communist demands on 
West Germany, and many West 
Germans 
would 
consider it 


treasonable to yield. 
Kiesinger denied any such 
majority exists. 
Kiesinger offers some conces­ 
sions to Ulbricht's government. 
One that does not sound like 
much, but which carries a 
heavy emotional charge in Ger­ 
many, is the fact that he some­ 
times refers to it as the DDR. 
These are the Initials for Ger­ 
man 
(Deutsche) 
Democratic 
Republic, its official title. 
A few months ago anyone who 
used those initials without quo­ 
tation marks ran the risk of 
being called a Communist or 
fellow traveler. 
The official initials recognized 
in Bonn are SBZ for Soviet Oc­ 
cupied Zone. The expression 
raises the hackles of East Ger­ 
mans, Communist or not. 
Both Kiesinger and Brandt 
have backed away from the 
claim of previous Bonn govern­ 
ments to “ the exclusive right of 
representation” for all Ger­ 
mans in world affairs. Brandt 
said at one news conference 
that this was not a right but a 
simple duty to speak up for 
those who had no freely elected 
government to speak for them. 
Ulbricht has been traveling 
around Eastern Europe, trying 
to dissuade other Communist 
governments 
from 
following 
Romania in setting up diplo­ 
matic relations with Bonn. His 
government has created a new 
East German citizenship, offen­ 
sive to West Germans who be­ 
lieve i..at all Germans should 
have the same citizenship. 


Small Farm 
Idea Revived 
In Bootheel 


CARUTHERSVILLE - In 
an 
effort to revive the 
small 
farm idea in Pemiscot county 
and introduce vegetable crops 
into this area, plans are being 
made for at least 200 acres of 
okra to be 
grown near here 
under the auspices of a local 
co-operative. 
There are two unique aspects 
to this project - it is the first 
major effort in truck farming 


for Pemiscot County, and at 
the same time is a small scale 
“ war on poverty” without gov­ 
ernment funds. 
The co-operative is to 
be 
made up of about 50 impov­ 
erished families. 
They 
will 
each be responsible for a small 
plot, probably in the neighbor­ 
hood of four acres, on which 
the okra will be grown. 
The 200 acres has been leased 
from Alonzo P. Kersey Jr., 
presiding judge of the county 
court. 
A total of $20,000 to 
lease the land, buy the seed, 
and 
cover other expenses has 
been loaned to the co-operative 
by an unnamed Missouri 
in­ 
dustry. 
It will be repaid when 
the crop is harvested.

power than

hoops and 
Beatle haircuts. 
It takes a lot more than 
a 
passing fad to undo the damage 
that the smoking habit can do 
to a whole generation of young­ 
sters now growing up. 
Ac- _ 
cording to the American Public 
Health 
Association, approxi­ 
mately one million school-age 
children now alive are doomed 
to die of lung cancer if current 
teenage smoking patterns are 
not reversed. 
Deaths 
from 
premature heart attacks aggra­ 
vated by smoking would more 
than double the toll. 
All studies of the 
harmful 
consequences of smoking point 
to the teens as the 
critical 
years. 
Adults who 
started 
smoking at the earliest ages 
have the highest death rates, 
as well as the highest incidence 
of circulatory and respiratory 
diseases associated with ciga­ 
rette smoking. 
It is not surprising, then, that 
smoking among teenagers today 
is a cause for concern to physi­ 
cians and teachers, as it should 
be to parents. One authoritative 
estimate places one high school 
student in three as a regular 
cigarette smoker. 
Children 
also appear to be taking 
up 
smoking at a much younger age 
than they used to, many starting 
as early as the 5th or 6th grade. 
A recent study in 
Newton, 
Massachusetts, showed 
that 
smoking mothers of high school 
students started the habit at 
an average age of 22; 
their 
daughters started at 12 1/2. 
Smoking fathers had started at 
18; their sons at 11 1/2. 
Teenage smokers have 
one 
advantage over their elders, 
doctors agree, 
it Is easier 
for them to quit now, before 
their habit becomes too stub­ 
bornly fixed, than it is 
for 
veteran smokers to break the 
pattern of an adult lifetime. 
Yet it is the veterans - the 
parents - who must help turn 
the tables in the interests of 
their children's health. For the 
surveys reveal another signifi­ 
cant relationship in the teenage 
smoking picture; young people 
whose parents smoke are more 
apt to smoke than youngsters 
from non-smoking families. 
Thus, 
for their children's 
sake, as well as their own, 
adults should make the effort 
to stop smoking cigarettes. The 
rewards, the Missouri Heart 
Association declares, will be 
quickly apparent to fathers and 
sons, mothers and daughters. 


The Rev. Bill Chapman 
of 
Kennett, an Episcopal minis­ 
ter active in numerous poverty 
programs, has 
spearheaded 
the effort to get the project 
underway. Last year he worked 
with an experimental crop of 
green vegetables on a much 
sm aller scale in the area of 
Goble r. 
A processing firm in Ten­ 
nessee has already signed a 
contract with the co-operative 
to pay five cents per pound 
for the okra crop. John M. 
Craddock of the Winter Gar­ 
den Freezer Company 
said 
Tuesday that the 200 acres 
should gross at least $100,000 
off the okra crop. 
Craddock said his firm chose 
okra because it is the 
least 
vulnerable vegetable 
crop in 
regards to extreme 
weather 
conditions, is bothered 
less 
by insects, and quality is not 
too much of a problem. 
The processors will set up 
a receiving station on the 200 
acres leased by the co-oper­ 
ative. 
Craddock's firm has 
opened the offer for okra con­ 
tracts to other small farmers 
in the area who have 
found 
other Bootheel crops not too 
profitable. He says most far­ 
mers will gross more 
than 
$500 per acre off the okra. 
Neither Chapman nor Crad­ 
dock considers this an effort to 
replace the two major crops, 
cotton and soybeans, for large 
farm ers - at least not at the 
present. 
State and 
federal 
agencies are studying such a 
potential. 
However, the current project 
is aimed at offering some se­ 
curity to the small 
farmer- 
a disappearing breed in cotton 
country.

MISSOURI MAY FACE 
TAXRAISE IN 1969 
JEFFERSON CITY - Missouri 
may face a tax raise as early 
as 1969, 
Gov. Warren 
E. 
Hearnes said In an interview 
last week - but added that the 
state may receive financial re­ 
lief In the form of “bloc grants” 
from the federal government 
within the near future. 
Hearnes said that the 
need 
for 
additional state 
Income 
could be critical in the 1969- 
71 period - which would be the 
beginning of the next governor's 
term. 
Missouri presently seems to 
be proud of its low taxes - the 
Division of Commerce 
and 
Industrial Development ran an 
ad a month ago In a 
national 
magazine with the headline - 
“ We're Proud to Be 
Last,” 
Indicating Missouri's position 
in tax rates charged its citi­ 
zens, and designed to 
lure 
industry to Missouri. 
The governor said he felt it 
was remarkable what the state 
has been able to do with the 
relatively low amount of in­ 
come available - terming his 
own administration a “ catch­ 
up administration” 
which 
has had to come from behind 
in mental health, education and 
other services to achieve at 
least equal status with other 
states. 
In addition, he 
cited 
Missouri as a leader in mental 
health during the past 
three 
years. 
But the governor has not been 
hesitant to point out that 
the 
state could use more 
money. 
Raising taxes can be political 
suicide. Former Gov. John M. 
Dalton alone bore the criticism 
for raising the state sales tax 
from two to three cents - afar- 
sighted move which has kept 
state services from plumeting 
altogether. 
But Gov. Hearnes feels that the 
success of a proposed 
tax 
raise depends on the man - he 
must go to the people and sell 
them on the need for 
more 
taxes - he said. 
To help lift the political and 
financial burden from the states 
who need more money - namely 
Missouri - Gov. Hearnes 
has 
urged for several months the 
adoption of the so-called “ Hel­ 
ler Plan” of rebating taxes by 
the federal government. 
Under this plan, Congress 
would allocate percentages of 
federal tax money back to state 
governments with “no strings 
attached.” That is, states would 
not have to spend the money on 
specific programs, 
as 
the 
“grant-in-aid” programs, now 
used by the federal government, 
require. 
Hearnes said that most of the 
governors at the recent Gover­ 
nors' Conference in Washing* 
ton, D.C., indicated that this 
plan could not be implemented 
• until the Viet Nam conflict is 
ended, but that President John­ 
son indicated “bloc grants” of 
money to the states might be 
available immediately, within 
the present session of Con­ 
gress. 
Such 
grants would involve 
giving money to states under 
the heading of education 
or 
public health, for example, with 
no “ strings'* attached as to how 
to use the money within these 
areas. 
Hearnes' major criticism of 
federal aid has been of 
the 
grant-in-aid programs which 
he says force the states to adopt 
federal programs or lose pro­ 
grams they are already giving 
to their citizens. 
SENATORS ‘PRESSURED* 
ON TRUTH IN LENDING 
A large lobbying campaign is 
being waged against a Senate 
bill which would require 
all 
money lenders in the state to 
proclaim the actual interest 
being charged on a loan to bold 
letters on the front of the loan. 
Sen. Earl Blackwell (]>Hills- 
boro) introduced the bill in the 
Senate and has managed to get 
it approved by a Senate com­ 
mittee and ready for floor de­ 
bate, but said that a tremendous 
amount of work is being done 
to kill the measure. 
Institutions 
ranging 
from 
banks and loan associations to 
retailers are urging Senators 
to kill the bill, Blackwell said. 
The retailers would be 
af­ 
fected by a stipulation 
re­ 
quiring Interest charged 
on 
revolving charge accounts be 
stated to the customer, as it 
would if he were applying for 
a loan. 
Blackwell said the loan 
and 
banking 
institutions 
are 
claiming the bill would 
make 
if difficult and almost impos­ 
sible 
to 
calculate 
actual 
Interest - but he dismisses this 
as so much “bunk,” since tables 
could be prepared as soon as 
such a bill is passed. 
The Interest rate which 
a 
borrower generally sees on a 
loan form and advertised in 
the newspapers is the 
basic 
interest figure - for example - 
8 per cent, which is actually 
compounded semi-annually and 
amounts to often more than 16 
per cent actual interest paid. 
The bill would require 
that 
the full Interest rate be 
ex­ 
plained 
to the 
customer in 
writing on the loan form. 
Loan associations avoid com­ 
petition. 
Blackwell 
said, on 
small loans by using monthly 
interest rates, such as 2.218 
per cent per month. 
Thus, 
when another loan 
company 
advertises loans for only 2.0 
Der cent interest, the borrower 
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cannot see a great difference. 
However, if the full 
annual 
rate were shown, he could see 
the difference between 14 per 
cent and 18 per cent. Black- 
well said that by showing the 
full rate, competition will in­ 
crease where it has been sup­ 
pressed in the past by hiding 
the rates in small monthly fig­ 
ures - and 
with the 
com­ 
petition will come eventually 
lower rates to the consumer.

SEWARD’S WONDERFUL FOLLY 
Observations of the centenary of America’s 
acquisition of Alaska will center on Sitka, the 
site of an old Russian trading center, on Thurs­ 
day (March 30.) 
The price looked dear a hundred years ago, 
and people called it 
“ Seward’s Folly” or 
“ America’s Icebox.” 
The folly was the 586,- 
400 square miles of Alaska, for the purchase 
of which W. H. Seward, Secretary of State for 
President Andrew Johnson, signed a treaty with 
Russia on March 30, 1867. The price was a huge 
$7.2 million. 
Even at what the dollar was worth then, it 
was a historic bargain. 
What we got was a 
land two and one-fifth the size of Texas. It 
was gold rich, but most of that blew in the 
Klondike gold rush of 1897-1899. 
Even so, 
total value of mineral output in 1965 was $83,- 
489,000, of which $33,835,000 was in oil and 
$1,505,000 in gold. 
Also important are coal, 
silver, natural gas, mercury, uranium, plati­ 
num, gravel, sand, and rich oil shale. 
Not 
a bad return for the investment. 
Alaska became an Organized Territory in 1912. 
It was voted into the Union as the 49th state 
on June 30, 1958, and officially became a state 
by Presidential proclamation on Jan. 3, 1959. 
The largest political subdivision of the United 
States, it occupies the Northwest portion 
of 
North America, north of 51 degrees N. Lat., 
bounded on the north by the Arctic Ocean, east 
by the Canadian Yukon territory and 
Britisn 
Columbia, west by the Bering Strait and Bering 
Sea, and arm of the Pacific, and south and south­ 
west by the Gulf of Alaska and the Pacific 
Ocean. 
It has a general ocean coastline of 4,750 
miles - including all its islands, 33,904 m iles. 
It has numerous mountains, fjords, volcanoes, 
and glaciers. 
Southern Alaska was hit on Good Friday, March 
27, 1964, by the most powerful earthquake ever 
recordet in North America. Among places suf­ 
fering severe damage were Anchorage, Seward, 
Cordova, Kodiak, and Valdez. The quake caused 
115 deaths and lifted some 23,000 sq. m iles of 
land as much as 33 feet. 
Federal aid, not 
counting state and local relief, came to $336 
million. 
Russian traders, moving south from Alaska, 
which was discovered by Vitus Bering, a Dane 
employed by Russia, had established a fort 
as early as 1816 in what is now California. 
Five years later, in 1821, the Czar gave a 
Russian company exclusive rights in coastal 
territory as far south as the 51st parallel, 
which runs through what is now British Colum­ 
bia, 
Russia was a partner of Austria and 
Prussia in the Holy Alliance, which was sus­ 


pected of wanting to help Spain recover its 
American colonies. 
In the document establishing the doctrine named 
after him, President James Monroe told 
the 
Russians in 1823 that “the American continents, 
by the free and independent condition which they 
have assumed and maintain, are henceforth not 
to be considered as subjects for future coloni­ 
zation by any European powers.”

WE ARE WITH HIM ALL THE WAY 
Governor Warren E. Hearnes continues to decry 
the unfairness of the federal government pro­ 
grams that force states to accept mandatory 
expenditures.. 
The validity of this and the im ­ 
portance of it cannot be over-emphasized. 
In speaking at a Founders’ Day dinner of the 
West Point Alumni Association last week, he 
cited two basic areas in which this unfairness 
is apparent. He said: 
“ First, we did not enter the programs with 
knowledge that we could incur penalties later 
through new legislation. 
“ Second, we enter some of these programs and 
find federal funds reduced or withdrawn unless 
we accept later provisions.” 
What clear-thinking individual can be at odds 
with the Governor when he points out that his 
obligation is to keep the state government 
financially strong by operating on a budget and 
staying within it? 
Or, when he says that “ any increase in state 
tax should result from decisions of a state’s 
people and their elected representatives - not 
from federal legislation” ? 
It is crystal clear that launching out on any 
program (whether it be federal, state, city or 
per sonal for that matter) which in the end would 
result in fiscal chaos or unavailable funds 
needed to keep it going is the height of folly. 
Of equal, if not more, significance is the in­ 
volvement of surrender of freedom. When the 
entity of the individual state is absorbed by the 
power of the federal government, the individual 
freedom of citizens will go down the drain at 
the same time. 
Too many groups and individuals are clamoring 
for money from the federal government with 
utter disregard for the consequences, for their 
belief in basic principles, or for the arbitrary 
position the federal government can assume with 
them. 
Not only should “ creative federalism” be a 
matter of grave concern on the part of the 
Missouri governor and all Missourians, but 
to every governor and to all citizens of the 
other 49 states. 
There are many individuals who concur with 
Governor Hearnes in his challenge concerning 
mandatory 
federal 
programs, 
but who are 
strangely negligent in giving him firm backing 
by action and are reluctant to face facts realis­ 
tically. 
The undue concern with which the people of 
the different states over the nation are allowing 
decisions to be made for them as a result of 
federal legislation, particularly in the area of 
state tax, is alarming. 
When Governor 
Hearnes 
says, “the trend

taining a steady upward trend 
in living standards. Inflation or 
no inflation, if you do not be­ 
lieve this you have but to look 
at the meat and grocery coun­ 
te rs in the nearest superm arket 
--and one is not very far away. 
You will see an abundance, the 
like of which the world has never 
known. 
It is there because in­ 
du stries that operate in a free 
m arket are the most productive 
and the most e ffieice n t--attri­ 
butes that virtually guarantee 
fa ir and reasonable prices.

3. Provision that safety stan­ 
dards 
must be drawn up by

Society of Me­ 
chanical Engineers. These have 
been so weak in the past that 
the standards of som e gas com­ 
panies 
exceed them . Require­ 
ment that the governm ent stan­ 
dards be based on the ASME 
code would turn the law into a 
sham . 
4. Requiring that any inspec­ 
tion to determ ine pipeline com ­ 
pliance 
be under 
he sam e 
A m erican Society of Mechanical 
Engineers, 
thus rounding out 
tiiis unabashed move by 
the 
gas 
industry to control itself. 
Despite the catastrophic fire 
in Queens and other pipeline dis­ 
a s te rs from Louisiana to Ken­ 
tucky, Secretary of T ransporta­ 
tion Alan Boyd and Joseph C ali, 
fano of the White House staff 
a re reported weakening.

Babington Macaulay that if the United States of 
America were ever destroyed it would be from 
within. 
Some of us know of Arnold Toynbee’s state­ 
ment: “Of 21 notable civilisations, 19 perished, 
not from conquests from outside, but from decay 
within.” 
We believe these statements point up the signifi­ 
cance of the youth protest movement which 
brushes aside traditional morul standards. It 
goes further than the protesters; it involves the 
nation as a whole. 
There is no point in trying to tell our re­ 
bellious youth that they are acting Irrationally. 
They have a rationale all their own which they 
sincerely believe. 
1. 
The older “generation’* would have liked to 
“ swing” but were too inhibited and hypocritical. 
At least, many grownups seem to enjoy the w ave 
of pornography which documents the “new’free­ 
dom.” 
2. 
The “work and win” idea is old hat. 
Economic security has become automatic. Hard 
work and hard thinking are now done by auto­ 
mation and computers. 
3. 
The world is in a mess - a mess made by 
their elders and, while the protestors don’t know 
the answers, they are eager to tear up the 
present rule book. Whatever takes its place, in 
their opinion, is bound to be better. 
4. 
Old-fashioned morality is a strait jacket 
arbitrarily imposed on youth to perpetuate out­ 
moded standards, ranging from short haircuts 


f. to premarital chastity. 
Perhaps there is nothing we can do about these 
young people. Wherever they are going, they are 
going on their own. We can hope, of course, that 
by the time they mature they will have become 
so bored with sexual freedom and with “ hang- 
j 
overs” from “escape” drugs that they will re­ 
discover (and consider brand new) the 
basic 
values of life which produce a genuine lasting 
happiness. 
They might even swing full circle 
and start a new Victorian age. 
But there is something we can do about the 
4 
oncoming generation. 
The big clue is that the 
“ swingers” and “ hipsters” get that way while 
going through the educational process. We must 
find out what the influences are, where they 
come from, and how they can be replaced with 
constructive influences.

SEWARD’S WONDERFUL FOLLY 
Observations of the centenary of America’s 
acquisition of Alaska will center on Sitka, the 
site of an old Russian trading center, on Thurs­ 
day (March 30.) 
The price looked dear a hundred years ago, 
and people called it “ Seward’s Folly” or 
“ America’s Icebox.” 
The folly was the 586,- 
400 square miles of Alaska, for the purchase 
of which W. H. Seward, Secretary of State for 
President Andrew Johnson, signed a treaty with 
Russia on March 30, 1867. The price was a huge 
$7.2 million. 
Even at what the dollar was worth then, it 
was a historic bargain. 
What we got was a 
land two and one-fifth the size of Texas. It 
was gold rich, but most of that blew in the 
Klondike gold rush of 1897-1899. 
Even so, 
total value of mineral output in 1965 was $83,- 
489,000, of which $33,835,000 was in oil and 
$1,505,000 in gold. Also important are coal, 
silver, natural gas, mercury, uranium, plati­ 
num, gravel, sand, and rich oil shale. 
Not 
a bad return for the investment. 
Alaska became an Organized Territory in 1912. 
It was voted into the Union as the 49th state 
on June 30, 1958, and officially became a state 
by Presidential proclamation on Jan. 3, 1959. 
The largest political subdivision of the United 
States, it occupies the Northwest portion 
of 
North America, north of 51 degrees N, Lat., 
bounded on the north by the Arctic Ocean, east 
by the Canadian Yukon territory and 
Br Hisn 
Columbia, west by the Bering Strait and Bering 
Sea, and arm of the Pacific, and south and south­ 
west by tho Gulf of Alaska and the Pacific 
Ocean. 
It has a general ocean coastline of 4,750 
miles - including all its islands, 33,904 m iles. 
It has numerous mountains, fjords, volcanoes, 
and glaciers. 
Southern Alaska was hit on Good Friday, March 
27, 1964, by the most powerful earthquake ever 
recordist in North America. Among places suf­ 
fering severe damage were Anchorage, Seward, 
Cordova, Kodiak, and Valdez. The quake caused 
115 deaths and lifted some 23,000 sq. m iles of 
land as much as 33 feet. 
Federal aid, not 
counting state and local relief, came to $336 
million. 
Russian traders, moving south from Alaska, 
which was discovered by Vitus Bering, a Dane 
employed by Russia, had established a fort 
as early us 1816 In what Is now California, 
t Five years later, In 1821, the Czar gave a 
i Rufifiinu uouijmuy exclusive rights in coastal 
territory ag far south as tile 51st parallel, 
which runs through what is now British Colum­ 
bia. 
Russia was a partner of Austria and 
I'russia in the Holy Alliance, which was sus­ 


pected of wanting to help Spain recover its 
American colonies. 
In the document establishing the doctrine named 
after him, President James Monroe told 
the 
Russians in 1823 that “the American continents, 
by the free and independent condition which they 
have assumed and maintain, are henceforth not 
to be considered as subjects for future coloni­ 
zation by any European powers.” 
Came the purchase in 1867, and the terri­ 
tory was ours. 
We have never had cause to 
regret the outlay. 
Particularly not the more 
than 253,000 Americans who live there, 
in­ 
cluding Eskimos, Indians and Aleuts. 
On this 
centennial year, a salute to Juneau, the capi­ 
tal, and all Alaska is proper.

WE ARE WITH HIM ALL THE WAY 
Governor Warren E. Hearnes continues to decry 
the unfairness of the federal government pro­ 
grams that force states to accept mandatory 
expenditures. 
The validity of this and the im­ 
portance of it cannot be over-emphasized. 
In speaking at a Founders’ Day dinner of the 
West Point Alumni Association last week, he 
cited two basic areas in which this unfairness 
Is apparent. He said: 
“First, we did not enter the programs with 
knowledge that we could incur penalties later 
through new legislation. 
“Second, we enter some of these programs and 
find federal funds reduced or withdrawn unless 
we accept later provisions.” 
What clear-thinking individual can be at odds 
with the Governor when he points out that his 
obligation is to keep the state government 
financially strong by operating on a budget and 
staying within it? 
Or, when he says that “ any increase in state 
tax should result from decisions of a state’s 
people and their elected representatives - not 
from federal legislation” ? 
It is crystal clear that launching out on any 
program (whether It be federal, state, city or 
personal for that matter) which in the end would 
result in fiscal chaos or unavailable funds 
needed to keep it going is the height of folly. 
Of equal, if not more, significance is the in­ 
volvement of surrender of freedom. When the 
entity of the individual state is absorbed by the 
power of the federal government, the individual 
freedom of citizens will go down the drain at 
the same time. 
Too many groups and individuals are clamoring 
for money from the federal government with 
utter disregard for the consequences, for their 
belief in basic principles, or for the arbitrary 
position the federal government can assume with 
them. 
Not only should “creative federalism” be a 
matter of grave concern on the part of the 
Missouri governor and all Missourians, but 
to every governor and to all citizens of the 
other 49 states. 
There are many individuals who concur with 
Governor Hearnes in his challenge concerning 
mandatory 
federal 
programs, 
but who are 
strangely negligent in giving him firm backing 
by action and are reluctant to face facts realis­ 
tically. 
The undue concern with which the people of 
the different states over the nation are allowing 
decisions to be made for them as a result of 
federal legislation, particularly in the area of 
state tax, is alarming. 
When Governor Hearnes says, “the trend 
should be reversed” , we are with him all the 
way, We believe no solid citizen can do other­ 
wise.

Governor Hatfield of Oregon

suggestions for the improve­ 
ment of the policies for educa­ 
tion and make suggestions for 
the improvement of the schools.

of creamed carrots and buttered 
spinach. 
Monotony in flavors 
and form in foods do not chal­ 
lenge the taste buds 
or the 
cook. 
Have you made “ Carrot Cus­ 
tard?" Carrot custard is more 
nutritious 
than carrot cake 
because it is lower in calories' 
and higher in mineral content. 
Carrot custard is easily pre­ 
pared; this is especially suit­ 
able as a desert when an oven 
meal is planned. Slightly beat 3 
eggs, add I Vfe cups grated 
raw carrot and mix 2% cups 
water with I cup non fet dry milk 
or use 3 cups fluid milk and I 
teaspoon 
salt 
plus 
a few 
grains pepper; mixing these 
ingredients 
well. Pour into 
buttered baking dish and set 
in pan of hot water, bake 
in 
moderate oven (350 degrees FJ 
until set; about 45 minutes. 
Yellow vegetables are high in 
vitamin A which is needed for 
healthy skin, better eye sight 
and protection against diseases.

It takes a lot more than

passing fad to undo the damage 
that the smoking habit can do 
to a whole generation of young­ 
sters now growing up. 
Ac-_ 
cording to the American Public 
Health 
Association, approxi­ 
mately one million school-age 
children now alive are doomed 
to die of lung cancer If current 
teenage smoking patterns are 
not reversed. 
Deaths 
from 
prem ature heart attacks aggra­ 
vated by smoking would more 
than double the toll. 
All studies of the 
harmful 
consequences of smoking point 
to the teens as the 
critical 
years. 
Adults who 
started 
smoking at the earliest ages 
have the highest death rates, 
as well as the highest incidence 
of circulatory and respiratory 
diseases associated with ciga­ 
rette smoking. 
It is not surprising, then, that 
smoking among teenagers today 
is a cause for concern to physi­ 
cians and teachers, as it should 
be to parents. One authoritative 
estim ate places one high school 
student in three as a regular 
cigarette 
sm oker. 
Children 
also appear to be taking 
up 
smoking at a much younger age 
than they used to, many starting 
as early as the 5th or 6th grade. 
A recent study in 
Newton, 
Massachusetts, showed 
that 
smoking mothers of high school 
students started the habit 
at 
an average age of 22; 
their 
daughters started at 12 1/2. 
Smoking fathers had started at 
18; their sons at 11 1/2. 
Teenage smokers have 
one 
advantage over their elders, 
doctors agree. 
It js easier 
for them to quit now, before 
their habit becomes too stub­ 
bornly fixed, than it is 
for 
veteran smokers to break the 
pattern of an adult lifetime. 
Yet it is the veterans - 
the 
parents - who must help turn 
the tables in the interests 
of 
their children’s health. For the 
surveys reveal another signifi­ 
cant relationship in the teenage 
smoking picture; young people 
whose parents smoke are more 
apt to smoke than youngsters 
from non-smoking families. 
Thus, 
for 
their 
children’s 
sake, as well as their own, 
adults should make the effort 
to stop smoking cigarettes. The 
rewards, the Missouri 
Heart 
Association declares, will be 
quickly apparent to fathers and 
sons, mothers and daughters.

may face a tax raise as early 
as 1969,

Hearnes said in an interview 
last week - but added that the 
state may receive financial re­ 
lief in the form of “ bloc grants” 
from the federal government 
within the near future. 
Hearnes said that the 
need 
for 
additional

income 
could be critical in the 1969- 
71 period - which would be the 
beginning of the next governor’s 
term . 
Missouri presently seems to 
be proud of its low taxes - the 
Division of Commerce 
and 
Industrial Development ran an 
ad a month ago in a 
national 
magazine with the headline - 
“ We’re Proud to Be 
Last,” 
Indicating M issouri’s position 
in tax rates charged its citi­ 
zens, and designed to 
lure 
industry to Missouri. 
The governor said he felt it 
was remarkable what the state 
has been able to do with the 
relatively low amount 
of in­ 
come available - terming his 
own administration a “ catch­ 
up administration” 
which 
has had to come from behind 
in mental health, education and 
other services to achieve at 
least equal status with 
other 
states. 
In addition, he 
cited 
Missouri as a leader in mental 
health during the past 
three 
years. 
But the governor has not been 
hesitant to point out that 
the 
state could use more 
money. 
Raising taxes can be political 
suicide. Form er Gov. John M. 
Dalton alone bore the criticism 
for raising the state sales tax 
from two to three cents - a far­ 
sighted move which has kept 
state services from plumeting 
altogether. 
But Gov. Hearnes feels that the 
success of a proposed 
tax 
raise depends on the man - he 
must go to the people and sell 
them on the need for 
more 
taxes - he said. 
To help lift the political and 
financial burden from the states 
who need more money - namely 
Missouri - Gov. Hearnes 
has 
urged for several months 
the 
adoption of the so-called “ Hel­ 
ler Plan” of rebating taxes by 
the federal government.

would allocate percentages
